Continuation of 13. Other: The rejection under 103(a) as obvious in view of Makoto et al., JP 2003-041498 has been maintained. It is the 
examiner's opinion that using levels of hot water solubles, i.e., below 0.1%, would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art in 
view of the teachings of the secondary references. One of ordinary skill in the art would certainly realize that 0. 1 to 0.7% of water solubles 
in the secondary reference is a preferred range and that it is only preferred because the difficulty of lowering the levels below 0.1%, i.e., 
the benefits of lowering would not compensate the economical benefits, at that point in time. However, the secondary reference teaches 
that the lower the levels the better. One of ordinary skill in the art would have reasonable expectation of success if such levels, lower than 
0.1%, were used. Note also that current court decision, KSR, foreclosures the arguments that a specific teaching, suggestion, or 
motivation is required to support a finding of obviousness. See recent Board decision Ex parte Smith, -USPQ2d-, slip op. at 20, (Bd. Pat. 
App. & Interf. June 25, 2007) (Citing KSR, 82 USPQ2d at 1396). 
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
